celved from those who manage the newspaper
press the utmost generoslty of trentment, Con-
siderlog that nowspaper men do muech of thelr
work in the night, and are ealled 8o often to re-
port oratlons and sermons, deliverad lu style
rapid and indistinot, I wonder that they so
ofien get things right, But there isnolass of
roen In towna and eities who send forth a bales
ful Influenee from thelr editorinl pens, There
nre enough bad pewspapers weakly poured out
into the homes of Philiadelphia to polnon n vast
population,

In addition to the home manufacture of
ll:llqu!}cmu sheets, the mull-bags of Boston and
New York come 10 gorged with the most aupars
neturual abominations. We ssoop ap from Lthe
sowers of other clties and add 1t o our own
pewspaperflith, and te-night, lying on the tables
of thin clty, or isid AWAY On !.ﬁo. rhelf, or in the
trunk for more privale perusal, are papers the
muere mention of the names of whieth woald
kend a blush to the ehieek of childhood and the
colorless faco of the ooctogonarian, until the
decent and Christinn world would ery out,
“God save the efiy!"

There s o panper published In Boston Lhat,
beciuse of 118 indecencies, no elty Government
ought to gllow, nnd yet Lhere are seven thou-
sand coples of that paper that eome weakly Lo
this clby forclreulation, 1 will not mention the
nome for fear some of you would go aond get it ()
The vilest sheot published In another elty, has
between thiee and four Lhonsana Philadelphin
kubreribors, 18 s wonderful how quiek the
fingers of the printer boy fly, bul the Qugers of
sin and pollution can set up Nty thousand
Lypes In an lnstant,

The supply of bad papers in our own olly does
o teet the Insatinble appetite of our peopla
for refuse and garbage nmg maornl kwill, Bul we
WKL lmport corrept weeklios published else-
where, filled with stories of blood and muarder
and revenge und nbandonment, that make our
newspaper stunds groan under the burdeuw.
But we need not go 80 far—thore are papers o
town that long ago came to perfection of shiumos
lessness, and Lhere I8 no more power 1n yenom
und mmud and slime to pollnte them, They have
dushed thely Iniguities Into the Mee of every-
thing decont and holy., And their work will be
seen in the arimeand debauchery, and the haell
of Innumerable viotime, ‘Thelrcolumnsars not
long ond broad enouwgh to record the tragedios
ol thelr horrible undolog of lmmortal men aud
women, God, In the dav of Judgment will hold
up the reaking, steuchinl, acoursed sheet, upon
which they spread out thelr galt, and the whole
unlverse will ery out for their dambatlon,

The luatitution of newspapers arose In Italy,
n Venice the first newspaper was publisned;
and monthly during the time that Venlee was
warring against Soliman the SBecond, in Doi-
mauatia, It was printed for the purpose of giving
military and commereinl infurmation to the
Venetlnhs.

The first nowspaper
was In 1688, and callms
Others were styled the Weekly Ddscoverer, the
Secret Owl, Heracltitus Ridans, eto,, ete. Who
ean estimate the politicil, selentifle, comimner-
elal, and religious revolutlons roused up in
England for muny years pust, by SBell's Weekly
Dezpateh, the Standard, the Morning Chroniole,
the Post, and that *Prince of Liars,” the London

The first attempt at this Institation in
France was In 1631, by u physician who pub-
lished the News, for the smuasement nnd health
of his putients, The Freoch nation under-
stood fully how W apbreciate this power,
Napoleon with his own hand wrote artieles for |
it, and soenrly as in 1520 Lhere were In Puris
160 journnls, But in the Ubnlted States the
newskpaper has come to unlbmiled sway,
Though In 17756 there were but thirty-seven Lo
the whole conulry, the numboer of pablished |
journals 18 now counted by thousands, nnd |
to-day, we mny as well confess It as not, the |
reilgious and secular newspapers are the great
educalors of Phlladelphin., |

I an ludividaal mukes o Milse stutement, ono
or lwenly poersons may be damaged: but a
bewﬁpud'u-r that willully mnkes o misstateoment
In one day tells fifty thousand fuisehoods, The
most stupendous of all les 18 & newspaper lie,
A bod newspaper seruples not ot any slinder,
1t miuy be thnt to escape the grip of the law the
paragraphs will be nleely worded, so that the
suspleion 1s thrown oat and the damnge done,
without any exposurce or peril. Year by yvear,
thousands of aen aro rrusziui by the Ink-rohier,
An unserupulous muan in the oditorial ohalr
may smite a8 with the wing of « destroying
angel, What to him are commereinl Integrivy
or prolessionnl reputation, or womuan's honor
or homesanotity ?

It seems as Il he held in his han:isa hose, with
which, while all the harples of sin wers worls-
Ing at the pumps, he splushed the waters of
denth upon the hest Interests of soclety, The
express train in England balts not to take in
wiater, but between the tracks there is o trough
ope-fourih of a4 mile inlength Alled with water,
aud the trafn drops o hose that ecatehes up vhio
water while the triln tlies, S0 with bad news-
papers that fly along the track of death, with«
ont pausing n moment, yet scooplog ap into
wnd in the
e.

The bad newspuapers sLops 1ot at any politieal
IL would aronke a revolution, and
the hearts of s milllon brave men in tho
trenehes, rather thaw not have Lis own clrcula-
tion rnufliply. What to itare the bard-earned
luurels of the soldier, or the exalted reputation
of the statesmnan ? They would, if they daved,
ow up tie Capitcl bullding of the natlon, if
they could only suecessfully carey off the prize
of one of the corridors. There ure enough
fulsehoods told in any one of our autumnal
glectons to make the “Fathier of Lies" disown
his monpsirous progeny, Now it Is the Muayor,
then the Governor, now the Secrelary of State
and then the Presldent, uautil the alr 18 s0 l’uli
of misrepresentationsgihat trath le hidden from
the view, as beantitul landsanpes by the elouds
of summer insects blown up from the meadows,

The immoral newspaper stops not at the un-
clean advertisement, It 18 50 much for 50 many
words, and in such a sheet it will cost no more
to advertise the most impure book than the
new edition of “Plgrim’s Progress,”' A book
such as no decent man would touch with the
tip of his cane was & few months ago ndvertised
ina New York paper, and the gel.uar-ur of the
book, passing down one of our stresta the othoer
day, acknowledged Lo one of my friends that he
hnd made £18000 out of the enterprise, More
uu‘mey than Johin Bunyan ever suaw or dreamed
ol!

There are papers professing to be religious
that have not scrupled to take Immoral adver-
tisements, Inone column of & paper we somes
tes see n grand “ethical" discussion, and In
another the droppings of most acoursed nastl-
ness, On, yon cannot, by all your religion in
one colomn, atone for your abominations in
apotber! 1 am rejoleed that some of our
papers have addressed those who huve pro-
posed to compensate Lthem for the use of tnelr
columns, in the words of Peter to Slmon
Magus—"*Your money perish with you!"

But I arraign the newspupers that glve thelr
columns o corruptl adverising, for tue nafa-
rious work they are doing, The most polluted
lnys that ever coged from the poisonous pen of
aprous dramatists have won their deathful
power throughh the medium of newspapors. The
evil I8 stupendous, Ol, ye managers of theatres,
and ye proprietors of inigultousshows ! Though
you get money—though morality dies, and so0-
cloty 18 dishonored, and God defied, and the
doom of the destroyed opens bafore you—GET
Mongy ! 'l'honr;h melted, the gold be poured
upon thy naked, blistered, and consuming soal
—GET MoxNgy! Grer Moxey!! Itwlll do you
good when it beging to eat lke s eanker! It
will solace the pillow of deathh and soothe the
pangs of an ngonized eternity! Though in the
game thou dost stake thy soul, and lose it for-
over—GRT Moxey! Fill all the newspapers
that you can,and cover all the board fenoes in
thecountry with your nefarious advertisyments
—Grr MOREY! GET MONEY !
The baa newspaper heslintes not to assanit
Christianity and s disolples. With what ex-
hilaration it puts in capltals that Al one-foarth
of n column, the dentleation of some agent of
u banevolent soclety, There is enodgh meuat in
such a earoass of reputation to gorge nll Lhe oar-
rion crows of an lulquitous printing press,
They put upon the back of the Chureh all the
inconsistencles of hypoeriles—as though o
banlker were responsiblie for all the counterfolts
upon his Institution, They jeer at religlon; and
1Mt up thelr volees until all the caverns of Lthe
lost resound with the howl of thelr derision.
They forget that Christianity Is the ouly hope
for the world, and that but for its enlighten-
ment they would now be llke the Holtentols,
living in mud hovels, or ke the Ohingése, eating
rats, What would you think of a wreteh who,
during n great storm, while the ship wos bnlnﬁ
tossed to snd fro on dhe nongry waves, shoul
¢limb up inte the lighthouse and blow out the
Hght? And what do you think of these men,
who, whille wll the Christien and the glorions
institutions of Lhe world nre bein and
driven hither and thither, are trying to climb
up and put out the ouly light of a lost world?

While I speak thers are thousands
of people with feet on Lhe ottoman, and ghe gns
turped on down on the page, submerged, mind
and soul, in tne perusal of this “God-forsaken'
poriodical Hternture; and the Sabbath hours
will be gone, and the last church psalm float

Brililant ad-
vive for o young man just entering the business,
It 18 very often that, asa paper parifies itsell, ity
c¢lirenlatlon decreases, and when a paper
comes positively religious it Is very apt to be-
¢ome bankrupt, unless some benevolent and
Lhristihn men come up to sustaln it by contri-
hutions of money and means, Not more than
thiee or four religlons papers In this eountry
are self-supporting.

The renson Is, the country eannot stand so muoch
religlien ! Redueed Lo ?mu\‘. poverly of clreuln-
Hon, many of our religlons papers are vory
meagre aflairs, Not able to employ able con-
tributors, with thelr seissors they clip nearly
all thelr arlicles from other periodieals, Asn
DECEREINTY Tes0rt to save themsel vas, they often
stop uslde from religlons news and 2o to adver-
tielng bardware, and glothes, and patent medi-
cines! So that the sheet professing to give us
Sunday readiug Lells e of rare opportunities
for a bargain on Brondway or Maricet stroet,
Hear 11! Christinn men and philanthroplsats !
Muny papers that are most rapldly inereastiug
to-dny are unserupulous,

1 hnve, obeying the Injanotion of my text,
“digged Into thls wall of abominations,"” and [
declure that the fuets are momentons and ap-
paling. And to-day 1 put younﬁ men and
women, and Ohristiun parents and goardiane
on the look-out; this stull’ cannot bée handled
without pollution, Away with it from parior,
and shop, and store] There Is so much news-
paper literature that Is pure, and cheap, and
cleganty shove back this leprosy from your door,

I 8o in this presence to-nlght the represen-
tatives of nearly all the newspaper establish-
ments of Philadelpiia, I thank yon In the
pame of Christianity and elvilization, for Lhe
enlightenment of Ignorance, the overthrow of
iniguliy, and the words you have utterad in
the cause of God and your country, But |
charge you, In the pame of God, belore whom
you nust account for the tremendous influence
You hold in the cormmunity, to consecrale your-
sclves to higher endeavors, You are the men
tofight back this invasion of corrupt lterature,

Litt up your right band, and swear new alle-
ginnee to the eauge of phllanthropy and rell-
gion ! and when at last, sinnding on the plains
of Judgment, you look out upon the unnuam-
bered thropgs over whom you have had infla-
ence, may it be found that you were ameng the
mightiest energles that lifted men upon the
exulted pathway that leads to the renown of
heaven, Detter than Lo have sal Jn editorial
chiair, from which, with Lhe finger of tyge. you
declded the destinies of empires, but decided
them wrong, that you had been some dun-
geoned exile, who, by light of window, iron-
grated, on seraps of a New Testament leaf,
plelted, up from the bearth, spelled out the
story of Him who taketh away the sin of the
world, IN ETERNITY DIVES I8 THE DEGGAR!!
